WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


In our Review of last week, giving the conditions in the 
market for the usual time previous to that report, we announced 
that trading had considerably improved and the outlook was 
most bright. In fact it was pointed out that business was bet- 
ter than it had been for some time, and every indication seemed 
to point to higher prices and increased sales, thus putting every- 
body in a better humor and the canned food market on a higher 
plane. 


The reports coming to hand during the past four or five 
days show that this feeling existed practically all over the coun- 
try; that business with almost every broker was very good at 
that time; that canners were pleased with conditions, and that 
the improvement was general and not local in any sense. Since 
the 25th of the month, however, another change has taken 
place, and it places the canned food market in a rather quiet and 
uninteresting position. The business being done at this time is 
not large and all agree that it is very quiet. Some attribute it 
to the fact that the canners have become somewhat independent 
and have no desire to make further sales; consequently prices 
are firm and holders refuse to make concessions, and as buyers 
appear determined not to buy heavily of any line of goods, the 
result is a deadlock that puts a damper on business. We heard 
one canner say that he had no desire to sacrifice his holdings, 
which were small, but that if a slump was expected be wanted 
to get in and sell his goods before it arrived. This is decidedly 
the wrong view to take of the situation; this particular party 
agreed that he could see no good reason why a slump should 
come, in fact he said he couldn’t see how it could come about. 
Now in view of his own good judgment and the reports being 
received from all directions, doesn’t it seem to be the wise thing 
to ‘‘sit back and await developments?’ Surely this is not the 
time to throw your goods upon the market, even if they do only 
amount to a few hundred cases. Assoon as you start sacrificing 
your goods, it forces the other holders to meet your prices, and 
the result is that before you can sell your entire holdings, the

market price is down so low that all lose money on the transac- 
tions. If the situation is really as strong as reports seem to indi- 
cate, the balance of the scale favors the holders of goods and they 
should be the masters of the situation and not the dependents. 
The present prices on most articles are fair and show a reason- 
able profit to the canners, but ifa ‘clean-up’ is forced these 
prices are likely to decline until they show no profit. 

There is nothing special to say about either Tomatoes, Corn 
or Peas. The spot market is dull and there is very little trading 
going on. Of course, some few sales are being made every day 
and the inquiries are quite numerous, but due to the fact that 
jobbers hope for a decline and packers have no good reason for 
making concessions, sales are at a stand still. 

The future market on Corn, Peas and Tomatoes is more in- 
teresting than the spot market, especially in Peas. More inter- 
est is being taken in this article and as the new packing will 
soon be ready (southern pack goods) buyers are beginning to 
get posted. The late spring will make the date of packing in 
Baltimore somewhat later than usual, but it is hoped this steady 
way in which gentle Spring has advanced this year will make 
crops more sure, and the receipts of the raw material each day 
more even. It is believed by many that the weather will warm 
up very gradually and that crops will have a good chance to ma- 
ture and ripen, thus producing a better quality article. With 
the present tendency to pack only high grade goods, it is ‘more 
than probable this year’s pack of canned foods will be better 
than ever. If the quality is held up even to that of last season 
the demand will surely increase and this, with the help of the 
Bureau of Publicity, will enable the canners to dispose of a much 
larger pack of goods of all kinds than they have ever been able 
to market previously. Unquestionably the consumption of can. 
ned foods has increased greatly and it is to be hoped this increase 
will continue each year, until we are unable to make an over- 
pack. That is the way it should be. 


In fruits the situation is more favorable to the holder of 
goods. There has been no flurry in buying or prices, but the 
steady daily demand continues, and the light stocks on hand are 
going out so fast that a clean-up on practically all fruits is sure. 
Pears are said to be very scarce, and No. 3 seconds in water 
have advanced to 6734c., Baltimore quotation. This is an ad- 
vance of 734c. a dozen during the past week. No. 3 pie peaches, 
unpeeled, have advanced to 80c. per dozen, which is an increase 
of sc. during the week. These two changes constitute the 
entire fluctuations, but in fruits it is generally believed that 
prices are due to advance, as goods are being steadily withdrawn 
from the list. 

Small fruits have not begun to show interest as yet. The 
time for them to ‘‘sit up and take notice’’ is very near, indeed, 
and the lack of interest during the past week is somewhat of a 
surprise. 

Sweet pofatoes are scarce, and the demand is good, Prices 
have not advanced as a general rule, though many holders are 
asking for higher prices and expect to get them. Spinach, new 
pack, will shortly be on the market, and considerable interest is 
being shown. The spot market was cleaned up some weeks ago. 

In the metal market there is little of interest to be said. 
Tin plates have not changed in prices, but the mills are running 
full blast to keep up with orders, and can manufacturers are 
very busy in most instances. Canners seem to have placed 
orders earlier this season, than is usually the case. 


We are just in receipt of a letter advising that Mr. Geo. J. 
Liddell, Liberty Grove, Md., has bought up the interest of

Mr. Liddell will operate the factory in future, and will be glad 
to hear from his old friends and new, and he will deliver only 
the highest grade goods in his line.

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French Fried Potatoes. 
[From Consul Joseph Emerson Haven, Roubaix. ] 


The street vending of ‘‘pommes frites,’’ or French fried 
potatoes, is peculiar to the northern part of France and the 
novelty of it appeals to those who visit this section uf the coun- 
try for the first time. 

Pommes frites take the place of peanuts and popcorn and 
are sold in much the same fashion. Not only is this trade car- 
ried on in some iustances as a regularly established business, 
but workmen, wishing to increase their earnings, come out on 
the streets in the evening and sell these fried potatoes from 
pushcarts. ‘Their profits often exceed their day’s wages. 

The pushcarts are of the ordinary type, but covered. 
A coke brazier is inserted through the flooring, over which is 
placed the large iron cauldron holding the fat obtained from 
beef suet. Raw potatoes, after being pared, are pressed through 
a special cutting machine, coming out in long, narrow, four- 
sided pieces. These are immediately put into the boiling fat 
and in several minutes are thoroughly cooked. They are then 
salted, and sold in small paper cornucopias holding 1 or 2 
cents’ worth. ‘ 

PROFITS IN THE TRADE. 


Pommes frites have the advantage that they supply a satis- 
fying and nutritive meal for a few cents. This is especially 
appreciated by the mill employees during the noon hour, as they 
are thus enabled to have something hot with their otherwise 
cold lunches. Rather than goto the trouble of preparing the 
dish (to say nothing of filling the house with the odor of boil- 
ing fat) many families prefer to purchase the freshly cooked 
tubers from the nearest vender. These fried potatoes are not 
sold merely at mealtimes, but during the whole day, and are 
eaten like popcorn. 


The trade is a decidedly profitable one even if conducted on 
a small scale. The usual price of potatoes ranges between $1.40 
and $2 per 220 pounds. The beef suet costs 1 franc per kilo 
(19 cents per 2.2 pounds), and with 1 kilo of fat it is estimated 
that 14 pounds of potatoes can be cooked, the fuel cost for the 
same amount not exceeding 6 cents. The quantity of pommes 
frites sold for 2 cents, while enough to satisfy an appetite, does 
not equal two ordinary sized potatoes in amount, and it will 
therefore be seen that 1 kilo of cooked potatoes, costing 6 to 


7 cents to prepare and sold at 18 to 28 cents, leaves the vender 
a handsome profit. 


A LICENSE NECESSARY—FAIR BOOTHS. 

A license must first be obtained from the municipal authori- 
ties by those who wish to engage in the trade. Permission is 
then secured from some cafe or ‘‘estaminet’’ proprietor to allow 
a cart to be drawn up in front of his establishment. If this is a 


good center the profits will be considerable, as 50 to 100 kilos 
of potatoes will be sold in an evening. 


As each city and village in the surrounding region holds an 
annual fair at some period in the year, it is a regular business 
of certain venders to go from town to town where the fairs are 
being held, erect their portable houses or booths, and sell pom- 
mes frites with other light refreshments. These booths are often 


elaborately constructed with tables, chairs, mirrors, electric 
lights, etc., present quite an attractive appearance, and sell as 
much as 800 to 1,000 kilos of potatoes per day, special paring 
machines being used. 


If you pack good goods, get the credit for it. Endorse the 
‘‘Name on the label’? amendment, and write your representa- 
tives to vote for it. 


Are you a canner or a ‘‘hired man’’ of some jobbing house ? 
Your ‘‘name on the label’’ will make you a canner. Write your 
representatives at Washington that you want that amendment 
passed.

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YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, April 26, 
The Market.—During the past week sales have been better 
in all departments. Buyers have suddenly waked up to the fact 


that business must be done, and that they have insufficient sup- ~ 


plies with which to doit. The result of this is that trade has 
improved and conditions point to still further improvement from 
day today. lt may be said in passing, perhaps, that the situa- 
. tion has developed a few surprises, but in the main conditions 
are substantially what might be expected. There is a feeling 
that the outlook is far more encouraging than most seemed to 
think, and the effect upon business, when taken as a whole, is 
beneficial. It is pointed out that with the improvement coming 
now there will be a virtual clean up of substantially all the lead- 
ing varieties before the mew pack is ready for delivery. Pea 
packing is to begin in the South soon, but as yet that will exert 
no influence upon the general situation. On all markets the 
outlook seems to be about the same. 

Peas.—The canning season for peas will open in the South 
shortly, and according to advices from Baltimore, business has 
already been done in the. coming pack. So far canners have 
made no opening prices, but sales have been made at 72%4c. for 
standards, 82%4c. for sifted, and 9234c. for extra sifted, regular 
terms f. o. b. packing factories. It is said that some sellers 
seeking orders from local jobbers guaranteed delivery by May 20, 
but most dealers here look upon that proposition as impossible. 
The season is backward, they point out, and unless there is a 
change for the better immediately delivery by that early date 


will be impossible. The trade here seems in no particular hurry 
to place orders for futures, even though spot goods are scarce. 
The market is firm, especially on medium grades, which are 
more wanted than any others offered. 

Tomatoes.—Demand has been more active the past week, 
and a peculiarity has been the preference expressed for seconds 
by some dealers who have bought them instead of standards at 
the same price. The effect of this has been to remove the sec- 
onds from the market, thus helping to maintain the prices for 
standard goods. ‘The price has been 77 4c. regular terms f. o. b., 
and about everything has been sold at that figure. In some 
instances holders ask more. In a few cases it has been possible 
to buy at a slight reduction, but as a whole the market has 
ranged around that price. Country brokers say they are get- 
ting more trade, and at the present rate of demand they look 
for a bare spot market before the close of June. Futures in all 
grades seem to be neglected, but they are not forced and prices 
are firmly maintained, 

Corn.—Stocks in first hands are in small compass, and the 
market is firm. A steady demand for small lots keeps up some 
movement. Perhaps it wouldn’t be possible to buy in larger 
lots. Holders are indisposed to shade values extensively under 
present conditions. 

Asparagus.—Spot stocks are moving freely into consump- 
tion at the lower values asked by most holders. Jobbers reduced 
their quotations a short time ago, and this reductlon has en- 
abled retailers to place their goods before consumers at very 
attractive figures.

Move- 
ment is, therefore, limited to small lois for immediate delivery.

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Peaches.—A steady sale of small lots at reduced prices is 
noted. Californias are a shade more active than they were, but 
southern grades are still moving slowly. Holders are not 
especially anxious, but they would like more orders. 

Small Fruits.—All southern packed goods are in small 
supply, but movement is in small lots chiefly. The situation is 
unchanged so far as the price is concerned, but in some varie- 
ties buyers report a slightly better movement. 

Pineapple.—For No. 10 Hawaiian pack there is a larger 
demand and prices are firmer. Pie grated seems to be well 
cleaned up and some buyers have paid as high as $4.00. The 
stock of Baltimore pack in first hands is practically exhausted. 

Salmon,—According to a recent report preparations are 
being made for a much larger pack of Alaska salmon. Some 
authorities say it will be at least 20 per cent larger, but of 
course that will depend upon conditions during the packing 
season. ‘The stock on hand is light, though because some deal- 
ers want to dispose of what they have, the price has been shaded 
in instances. Columbia river goods are about out of first hands, 
and the same observation applies to sockeye. Pinks are firm 
and chums sell at full outside quotations. 

Sardines.—No change is reported in the market. Move- 
ment is limited to requirements. Packing proceeds, but slowly, 
and the quantity put up so far has little influence upon the 
market. Hupson.

Futures in Sardines.—The sardine selling agents have 
tied up the jobbers very generally in ‘‘subject to approval of 
price’ contracts. These are of no force and of but little value 
in a season of large production as the present seems likely to be. 
The packing has begun very early with a run of suitable fish of 
good quality and the veterans in the business all argue that an 
early run is usually the presaging indication of a large pack. 


The ‘‘Red Feed’’ or ‘‘Red Weed’’ food which has been de- 
nounced by the national pure food investigators as a very un- 
wholesome accompaniment to the American Sardine is to be 
carefully guarded against this season and it is said that the con- 
finement of the fish in the rivers until they have freed them- 
selves of this objection by digestion, is essential. Packers, how- 
ever, have prepared for the work and this additional care, and 


are fully guaranteeing the new packing as conforming to all 
provisions of the Nationa] Pure Food Law. There is consider- 
able old goods of 1909 packing in jobbers hands yet to be dis- 
posed of and it is said that there will be no interference with the 
old goods of 1910 packing but that a sharp lookout is to be kept 
for fractures of the law in 1911 packing. Prices for American 
Sardines are likely to be much lower before they are higher. 
Future Canned Salmon.—The prospective pack is sold up 
to full probable production. Many of the contracts are subject 
to approval of price, but most of them are guarantee contracts, 
buyers agreeing to take the salmon at a price guaranteed to be

I understand that a great effort and full preparation will be 
made this year to pack all the salmon that can be caught and 
that the canneries have the capacity to take care of. 

This year on the Puget Sound is an ‘‘off year’’ and the 
pack of sockeye will be small. The big run will not come again 
until 1913 but efforts will be made to pack all the fish obtainable. 

Even with these efforts enough can not be produced to sup- 
ply the demand. 

Future Canned Corn.—An increased production is looked 
for this year, as it has been conclusively proven that the ten 
million pack of last year is insufficient, there being now a clean 
up and a shortage of all desirable grades of every kind except a 
few small lots that are held off the market for higher prices later 
in the spring. 

I heard a little jobber dickering with a broker this week, 
trying to buy some full standard corn at 7234c.. delivered at his 
town. He orated fiercely and said there was plenty of canned 
corn, and that he had no confidence in the spot market and none 
especially in the future market, and that he proposed to be 
careful. He had crop statistics at his tongue’s end, and talked 
about Taft’s reciprosity policy and the intentions of the Demo- 
cratic Congress as to the tariff as having a probable influence on 


the price of canned corn, and occupied that poor broker’s busy 
time for an hour. 


Thinking it time to interfere, I asked him how much 
canned corn he wanted to buy, and he said about fifty cases. 
I asked him what he retailed it at per can and he swelled all up 
and said he was in the wholesale business. I asked him what 


his annual purchases of corn aggregated and he said about two 
cars. 


I told him that he ought to run home and try to build up 


his business so that his orders would be of some importance and 
value to a broker and then he got sore. 


It is just such boobs as this, a direct descendant by evolu- 
tion of the now vanished country storekeeper, who. farmed and 
kept store, sitting in front of the store chewing tobacco and 
carving a pine packing box most of the day, who do the loudest 
and longest talking about over production and high prices and 
trusts, and whose opinions are accepted by the newspapers as 
authoritative. 

Canned Tomato Futures.—This market is not disposed 
to buy future tomatoes freely. The jobbers seem to be buying 
or contracting slowly, barely keeping pace with their future 
sales. What the policy is based upon is not apparent, but it is 
nevertheless general. Some say that retailers are buying 
futures very conservatively and that they (jobbers) are deter- 
mined not to overstock themselves. 

I have heard of no large contracts for future tomatoes made 
recently and the sales seem to run along a thousand or so cases 
at a time, and more, after those are in turn contracted to retail- 
ers. The prices do not seem to be objected to strenuously, but 
large contracts can not be made. In fact when one thousand 
cases can be bought as cheaply as ten thousand, the big buyers 
are disposed to contract in broken doses, as they do not feel 
speculatively inclined. 

Pea Futures.— Wisconsin, Indiana and Michigan all sold 
up, and there is nothing further doing. New York is offering 
some futures in peas, but at full prices, though quality consid- 
ered, the New York goods are really cheaper than Wisconsin 
usually, as they are more careful in their grading and selections.

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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


Saw Francisco, CAu., April 22, 1911. 

Reduction in Freight Rates.—Now that packing opera- 
tions are under way in California, shippers of canned foods are 
commencing to look into the question of transportation, and 
from the present outlook it seems likely that lower freight rates 
to European ports and eastern seaboard cities will be secured 
this season as a result of the rate cutting that is now in progress. 
The American-Hawaiian steamship company has just announced 
a reduction in rates amounting to from 25 percent to 40 per 
cent, as compared with previous schedules. A rate of 30 cents 
a hundred pounds has been named to New York, and agents of 
this concern are now in the field attempting to secure contracts 
for the season for shippers of grain, dried fruits, canned fruits 
and similar articles. However, it is to be noted that many of 
the large shippers are not signing this contract, as the cut in 
rates is looked upon as an attempt to drive the Bates & Chese- 
borough line, an independent steamship line recently inaugurated, 
out of business. The American-Hawaiian company ships by 
the Tehauntapec route, and it has been its policy in the past to 
adjust its rates to those of the trans-continental railroads, always 
maintaining a definite percentage below the rail carriers. 
Recently the president of this concern lodged a protest with 
President Taft against the condition which enabled the Pacific 
Mail and the new independent line to maintain a 4ocent flat 
rate, shipping via the Panama railroad. A readjustment fol- 
lowed and commodity tarriffs were fixed to which the two con- 
necting steamship lines must adhere. This new schedule is to 


go into effect on April 15, and under its provisions canned foods 
and dried fruits will move undera 45 cent rate. This rate is 
under that in force when the Bates & Cheseborough commenced 
business, and many local shippers feel that it is a matter of 
policy to stay with the competing line in the belief that its 
maintainance will mean money saved to them intheend. How- 
ever, the lower rates are now to be had, and the indications are 
that more of the fruit and vegetable pack of the State will be 
moved by the water route this year than ever before. Aspara- 
gus shippers have already made preparations for moving a good 
part of the pack via steamer. 

A Heavy Vegetable Pack.—The feature of packing opera- 
tions in California during 1910 was the great size of the vegeta- 
ble pack, and this promises to be exceeded by considerable dur- 
ing 1911, although, of course, much depends upon the fall sea- 
son when tomatoes are commanding attention. The pack of 
peas last year was in the neighborhood of 170,000 cases, this 
being almost double the pack of the previous year, or the year 
before that, and yet the demand could not be filled. This sea- 
son the acreage has been materially increased and the pack 
should be the largest on record. The string bean pack was also 
a good one, being about four times the size of the 1909 pack, 
when conditions were quite adverse, and even larger than the 
pack of 1908. Increased attention will be paid to beans this 
year, as the market for the canned product is in excellent shape. 
The asparagus pack last year was the largest on record and will 
be exceeded this season if anything like a promising demand 
springs up before the wan of the packing season. The market 
is taking care of last season’s pack of tomatoes in splendid 
fashion, and it is doubtful if there will be any carryover, not- 
withstanding the fact that over 1,300,000 cases were put up. 
This big pack was a surprise to the trade, for the acreage had 
been reduced and early crop conditions were rather unfavorable. 
However, the rainy season was deferred until very late and the 
biggest pack since 1907 was secured.

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The Same With Fruits.—The fruit pack last year was 
larger than in 1909 by almost a million cases, but was not as 
heavy as in 1908, which was a banner year. An average crop 
of most fruits was harvested last season, but the demand for 
fruits in the green state for eastern shipment curtailed the pack 
of some varieties. ‘The plum pack was small, as it was in the 
previous year, and was disposed of before it was packed. The 
combined packs of 1910 and 1909 fall far short of the pack of 
1908. The pack of cling peaches was larger in 1910 than dur- 
ing either of the two previous years, but freestones were in 
reduced supply. Asausual rule the pack of clingstones is 
about 50 per cent greater than the pack of frees, but last year 
it was about 100 per cent greater. 

Nectarines.—What is the matter with the California 
canned nectarine? is a question that is often asked by those 
interested in the growing of this fruit. In former years quite a 
pack of this fruit was put up, but this has been steadily decreas- 
ing of late years, until now practically none are canned unless 
on special order. This fruit is quite a favorite with many Cali- 
fornia housewives and finds a welcome place in the list of fruits 
canned for home consumption. Many prefer canned nectarines 
to canned apricots, which they resemble, but this preference 
does not seem to be at all marked in the sections where Califor- 
nia looks for a market for her canned products. 

Strawberries.—The poor market for strawberries last year 
threw large quantities of this berry on the canning market, and 
the pack that was put up was about as large as the combined 
pack of the two previous seasons. Quite an acreage has been 
taken out in some sections during the past winter, and the pack 
this year will probably show a falling off. The pack of logan 
berries shows a gain year by year, and this berry promises to 
become an important one on the Coast. The 1910 pack con- 
sisted of about twelve thousand cases, almost one-half of which 
were packed in No. 8 tins, a rather remarkable condition. Last 


year but one-quarter of the total pack was put up in No. 8s. 
There is a marked tendency toward putting up an increased pro- 
portion of the fruit, berry and vegetable pack in these large tins, 
and the demand for this size of late has been such that stocks 
have been sold out long before stocks in other sizes. As yet but 
little asparagus is being packed in No. 8 cans, but more will be 
packed in this size this season, as it is believed that the low 
prices that have been named will tend to place this article in 
consumption in places where it will be used in quantities. 

Pineapple.—Hawaiian pineapple has been selling in a very 
satisfactory manner since the naming of opening prices, and a 
large part of the expected pack has already been disposed of. 
Withdrawals in some lines are expected at an early date. 

Coast News Notes.—A meeting has been called at Lincoln, 
Cal., by President W. D. Ingram, of the Lincoln Chamber of 
Commerce, to consider the question of erecting a co-operative 
cannery. Several large subscriptions to the enterprise have 
already been secured. 

Harold T. Powers, of Auburn, Cal., representing Dr. Powell, 
of Colfax, has purchased a site at Sacramento, where it is pro- 
posed to establish a factory for the manufacture of glass jars for 
preserving fruit. 

Reports continue to come in from all over the State, indi- 
cating that the apricot crop will be far below the average. 
Canners are already in the field attempting to secure contracts 
for fruit and are offering $50 a ton. The fruit crop in general 
promises to be a very large one. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the California 


Fruit Canners’ Association held recently, President Fries said 
in his report:— 

“The opening months of the last fiscal year developed an active demand 
for all fruit products. Prices for canned foods were issued earlier than 
usual, and a heavy volume of domestic business was booked in advance of 
the packing season. Our foreign department showed a satisfactory increase 
in sales. If the reciprocity agreement with Canada is ratified a further in-

Epitor THE TRADE: 

The market during the week, under review, has been quiet, 
with buyers showing little interest in either spots or futures; 
what trades niade have been mostly in small lots to meet imme- 
diate requirements. Business should shortly improve, at which 


time jobbers will be found showing a greater interest in larger 
deals when they find what suits them. 

Spot Tomatoes.—There is but a limited quantity of spot 
tomatoes in the hands of Indiana packers, taking into considera- 
tion the general shortage throughout the country, confidence in 
an advanced market close at hand is justified. What few Indi- 
anna packers have stocks on hand are showing a stronger ten- 
dency to hold firm for their price. Strictly full standard No. 3s 
may be quoted at 85c. to 873c. f. o. b. factory. 

Future Tomatoes.—The adverse condition of the spot 
tomato market, which could be attributed tu temporary dullness 
in trade, naturally had its effect on the sale and price of futures. 
As the market on spots grows stronger, it should likewise have 
its influence on futures which may now be quoted at 8oc. f. o. b. 
Indiana factory. 

There has been little activity in either spot or future corn 
or peas. No. 3 and No. 10 apples have been in fair demand at 
prevailing market prices, and inquiries on string beans have 
been numerous. 

Judging from reports from different parts of the country it 
is not unlikely that the next few weeks will note a marked 
improvement in market conditions.

USUAL TERMS. 


The following is the paper of Mr. R. H. Malony of the Red 
Oak Canning Co., Red Oak, Iowa, which was to have 
been read on ‘‘Field Day’’ of the National Con- 
vention, recently held at Milwaukee. 

Gentlemen :— 

It is upon my subject of Usual Terms I address you—We as Canners of 
the United States ought to be able to enter our lines of business with more 
than the average amount of intelligence. 

As we handle our different commodities we must realize that we come 
in contact with the different buyers and brokers the country over, and must 
frankly admit them to be very bright, and mentally far above the average 
man. With these conditions bound to be met and rivalry that exists be- 
tween us as business men, we should be careful to see that our moves are 
not too hasty and should try to create good impressions concerning ourselves 
as well as our goods. 

If we pack such goods as the Pure Food Law of 1906 requires, we may 
well feel we are representatives of the Commercial World and as such we 
should look forward to the time when our different packs shall have increas- 
ed and shall have been consumed at a very much higher figure than that of 
the present time. ; 

There is one great aim our different corporations have and that one 
affects us all very much alike. We are not conservative enough as to our 
business methods. ‘To make the statement more plain, allow me to say that 
possibly some of us are too avaricious and our greed for gain gets the upper 
hand of us and sometimes causes us to have among our number afew ‘‘has 
beens,’’ or some who are headed towards the Scrap-Pile. 

Now Gentlemen, this is a strong assertion to make and may, perhaps, 
apply to some of us; but let us hope that if such is the case, we may be 
awakened and benefitted by a little prodding of this kind. 

We, of this twentieth century, esteem ourselves fortunate in being the 
heirs of a noble heritage—the inheritors of the precious accumulation of all 
the past centuries of history. Weare not used to thinking of the men of 
the first generation of historic times as also the heirs of a great legacy. But 
the scanty view we have of what was discovered, invented, and thought 
out by man during the unmeasured epochs before history began cannot fail 
to have impressed us with the fact that a vast estate was transmitted by pre- 
historic to historic man.

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Such being the case, we should benefit by what others have learned 
through experience and from day to day store away any and all knowledge 
secured from any source whatever that pretains to the Canning Industry. 

We know that we have a great field ahead of us and that we must 
fit ourselves as best we can. We know, also, that one particular person can- 
not have everything to his own liking at all times and that to secure the 
best returns, we must work hand in hand or, at least, be liberal enough to 
make concessions one to another and all receive a certain amount of benefit. 

Now, this remark may not be agreed to by some of you larger packers 
but let me add that as regards the capacity of the different plants, over the 


country, the small and large concerns have the same competitions, the same 
responsibilities, and the same aim. 


We small canners need the same business education and must put forth 
the same energy as the larger ones. 

Gentlemen, the fact that your plant is small, is no excuse for you to be- 
come a good can shark—neither does it indicate that most of your time 
should be spent fishing, hunting or playing base-ball. These latter trades 
will not go hand in hand with the Processor’s work. 

Personally, I wish to state that I am here representing one of the best 
packs of corn in South-west Iowa. We are small but have ambition to grow 
and if markets are right and we are blessed with an abundance of corn, 
which we have learned to expect each year, we are going to do our best to 
pack such goods as the trade demands and let me say that we are not antici- 
pating, running so long each fall as to have to install a corn sheller because 
of the age of our products. The packer must not make a practice of using 
a sheller nor of putting up too many cobs. Packing the cobs is cheap the 
year they are marketed, but remember there are to be other years. 

I remember one year of expressing to a customer, samples of our pack 
and in a day or so I received a long distance telephone call from him and 
the conversation that followed was something like this: ‘‘About what per- 
cent of cobs does your pack contain ?’’ The answer to which was, ‘‘We aim 
to put in about all the cobs we think our customer will stand for—it saves 
the expense of hauling them away.” ‘Do you try to get all the silks out’’’ 
“* We give it some of our attention.’’ ‘‘Do you use much sugar in the mak- 
ing of your syrup?’’ ‘‘No more than we can help.”” The buyer being a 
very clever and genial sort of a fellow then followed with this remark, ‘‘I 
guess you have informed me correctly and because of your explanations I 
believe you pack no more cobs than the other packers do and you are free 
to admit what I think is the general rule. Send along our different ship- 
ments as per contract!’’ Lateron I had the pleasure of sitting in this 
man’s office and he informed me that it was noticable, the improvement

made among the different packers since the enforcement of the Pure Food 
Laws, and he felt assured that since it was so much more satisfactory than 
heretofore, the canners had been awakened and, he hoped, benefitted. 

Now Gentle men, we as men must remember that we are only grown-up 
boys and that our boyishness will show on us at times in spite of ourselves. 
We must be up and doing. Our business, the country over, takes us among 
men, and the volume of business is great and somewhat of a tisk. Let us 
look forward to our own betterment. 

The subject, :‘Usual Terms,’’ is a very hard one to explain satisfactorily, 
as you have your way and I have mine of dealing with customers. I am 
whipped by your terms or you are set on the shelf by mine. It is wrong 
that such conditions exist among us. The money markets do not justify 
the terms usually made on sales of canned foods. 

Now as a rule you all know that to start on, we have no money to loan 
and when a salesman comes along and you ask for dating on goods, he asks 
how much money do you folks have laying over in the bank. We all have 
to admit that canners use the bank and that the banks do not use the can- 
ner. We pay during our business year a great amount of interest on over- 
drafts and, personally speaking, we do not feel right unless the bank has us 
in red. It is a fact well known, that in any line of business, success de- 
pends a great deal upon how expenses are kept under control. 

We are in operation but a short time during each year, our expenses are 
heavy and there is carclessness here and there that should be looked after. 

It seems that we should have terms on the sales of our goods that would 
be uniform and of a kind satisfactory to all concerned, and that would 
mean an injustice to no one. 

It may happen that you sell a one thousand case car of tomatoes for 
$1500, and the wholesaler takes his 14% in ten days, which sometimes is 
an exceptionally long ten days and no doubt, because of a difference in 
calendars, he deducts $22.50, from invoice and remits the balance for which 
you are very grateful. 

If this customer does not take his ten days, but instead let his account 
run sixty days, bear in mind you have to pay 7% interest at the bank for 
this same time which amounts to $18, or $20, and the calendars may still 
differ as to date of remittance. 

Now Gentlemen, this difference between the $18, or $20, aud the 
$22.50, is not enough inducement for every jobber to watch and make his 


returns and it cannot be expected that they know how. badly we want the 
“Jong green.’ 


To me, it seems that we should sell all goods with sight draft less 2% 
of invoice attached to Bill Lading. Remember our Jobbing Fraternity has

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money and is doing business on a good solid footing, we need the money 
and our footing financially—Well you all know how you are fixed. 

We should have inducements that will be enticing and arrange for dis- 
counts to be taken when they should be, for you know, as canners, that our 
over-drafts are so large during the packing season that we have reason to 
feel financially crazy. We must fix our terms so that our products will be 
immediately transferred into money and those terms can only be offered to 
the trade with any degree of satisfaction when they are accepted by us and 
made uniform. Our offer to the jobbers must be conservative and made 
with good business judgment. Then when these tetms become universally 
used, we as canners and the jobbers as well, will be placed on a footing that 
will be only as it should be. You all know that at this day and age of the 
world competition is very entertaining. In making terms, we must not fi- 
gure that we are in business for our health—nor is the other fellow. 

Now Gentlemen, what we need to do regarding terms is to adopt some 
one’s ideas along that line and let them become universal among us. My 
judgment leads me to submit as heretofore stated this proposition :— 

All goods to be sold with a 2% discount and the invoice figured accord- 
ingly and sight dralt attached to Bill Lading. 

We need the ready cash at all times and are entitled to it. Remember 
that Mr. Jobber is waiting for your terms and he dances accordingly and if 
your offer is most profitable, he will take your discount, and if not then you 
may carry him or them for sixty days, and of course, this will cost you noth- 
ing because your banker loans you without interest. Bankers all do busi- 
ness on the same scale.(?) 

Gentlemen, will you wake up to the realization that our terms do not 


carry the inducement to the buyer they should and it might be well to try a 
change in them for the betterment of the Canning Industry ?

Canned Foods in Brazil. 


[From Consul P. Merrill Griffith, Pernambuco.] 


There seems to be an excellent opportunity in this section 
of Brazil for American manufacturers of canned foods to extend 
their trade, particularly in canned meats. 

The city of Pernambuco has about 225,000 inhabitants. 
The grocery trade is controlled by Portuguese merchants. There 
are many attractive and conveniently arranged stores and the 
consumption of canned foods is considerable. A large quantity 
of the canned meats and butter is of domestic manufacture and 
comes’chiefly from Rio de Janeiro, but practically ail of the re- 
mainder of these articles, as well as food stuffs, sea food, confec- 
tions, wines and liquors, etc., is imported from Europe. 

An idea of the retail prices for canned foods prevailing in 
this market may be obtained from the following table:

AMERICAN CANNED FOODS COULD COMPETE. 
Through the courtesy of the proprietors, I have personally in- 
spected the stock of several of the largest stores in Pernambuco 
and am surprised to find the amount of American canned foods 
so insignificant. Many stores carry nothing at all, others a few 
cans of fruit or meats. 

These conditions can and should be changed. There is 
plenty of room in these stores for at least a moderate supply 
from the United States. Most of the varieties of American 
canned foods are as attractive and are as scientifically and 
hygienically prepared as any on the market and the quality, too, 
guaranteed by the United States pure-food laws. It would seem 
that they could be transported and sold throughout this country 
at prices that would enable them successfully to compete with 
similar articles here, with the possible exception of those of do- 
Even in the latter event, the exporter 
well knows that the demand for any article of whatever charac- 
ter depends almost wholly on the price, quantity and quality. 

HOW THE MARKET SHOULD BE ENTERED. 

American mauufacturers of canned foods, and canned meats 
in particular, interested in extending their trade in this country, 
should carefully study existing trade conditions with this end in 
view. Of course, the most efficient way to do this is by sending 
out thoroughly competent representatives who speak the lan- 
guage of the country (Portuguese) and who are familiar with 
the social and business customs of the people, but if this should 
be inconvenient, then by the use of catalogues and descriptive 
circulars, all of which it is preferable to have printed in Portu- 
guese and the weights, measures, etc., stated according to the 
systems employed here.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The poet may have been right when he said ‘‘Spring would 
be but gloomy weather, if we had nothing else but spring,’’ but 
by all that’s holy there are lots of canners who would like to see 
more of that ‘‘gloomy weather.’’ 


But never mind, better days must be in store for all of us, 
and the growers will get their share; because if some sad tales 
can be believed, it would be impossible to find worse days than 
we have been having. 


The past few days have felt a little more natural, and we 
believe that old winter has finally taken his departure, and that 
from now on splendid growing weather will be had. And if 
this proves to be the case all vegetation will rapidly catch up, 
and the late spring be forgotten in the good crops. 


While you are waiting for the crops, and hoping to get — 


immense ones, so that you may make ‘‘a whopping big pack’’ 
and plenty of money, consider whether you have done your full 
share towards the advancement of this business from which you 
make your living. Do you realize how much the National Asso- 
ciation has done to promote the welfare of the canned food 
business, through its Publicity Bureau ? 


Five years ago could the canning industry have produced 
such packs of peas, corn and tomatoes, to say nothing of the 


other goods, as it has done during the past two years, and then 
presented a cleaned-up market such as now exists? Honestly, 
under old conditions, such as existed before the National Asso- 
ciation took up this work, would not two heavy years of pack- 
ing, such as we had in 1909 and 1910 so loaded the market with 
goods, that the prices would have been low, and the warehouses 


» still filled to choaking with them? 


There is not the slightest doubt of it. For it must be 
remembered we have not been on the high crest of a wave of 
prosperity in this country during the past few years; just ex- 
actly the contrary for business has been bad, very bad; and yet 
all these big packs of canned foods have been consumed, and we 
are entering upon the new season of 1911 with empty ware- 
houses, heavy demands for future goods, and with prospects for 
the year the brightest. Three years ago had any one said this 
could be accomplished in so short a time he would have been 
regarded as foolish. 


Have you had a hand in this good work? Because it has 
been done by the canned food packers and their allied friends. 
When Mr. S. F. Haserot first gave his time and money to go 
preach the doctrine of greater Publicity for canned foods, the 
men who rallied to his support in the beginning were the can- 
ners of the finest goods in the country; the men who had built 
reputations on quality, and were doing extensive businesses in 
extensive plants—the men who had found out that the public 
will buy and continue to buy goods in which they can place 
complete confidence. These men naturally came in because 
Mr. Haserot was simply voicing their own convictions, and they 
had the strength to live up to them. 


And gradually others joined the crusade, and more are 
joining each day; but every man who packs a can of goods, 
every man who expects to make a dollar from the business 
should be enrolled in this good work. Every man should sup- 
port this Publicity Bureau by sending in his contribution. 
If you are doubtful as to the amount you should pay, send to 
Mr. Frank E. Gorrell, secretary of the Association, at Belair, 
Md., and he will forward you blanks. 

We do not know of any advertising campaign that has pro- 
duced such splendid results in so short a time as this has; you 
have the evidence before you; and it is aimed this season to still 
further extend this work, but to do so they need the support of 
all the canners, the little fellows as well as the big. For the 
little man profits in proportion, as much as the big fellow. 


Just a word as to how this campaign is conducted. There 
are millions of people today who ‘‘never eat canned foods.’’ 
More millions who take every opportunity to talk against them, 
to warn others not to touch them. These are the people who 
should be converted, and shown their error and so made con- 
sumers. Already millions have been converted, as is shown by 
the increased consumption of canned foods, but there remains a 
tremendous amount of work yet to be done before the goods 
enter into their rightful position. The hostile must be won 
over, and every doubt and distrust removed. 


Now then the Publicity Bureau proposes continuing the 
advocacy of canned foods as the purest form of food furnished 
the people. Not any special brand, or any special article, such 
as peas, corn or tomatoes—but broadly canned foods in general 
are to be impressed upon the public minds as good to eat. 


’ We want to make consumers of canned foods; force that faith in 


the goods which every rightfully informed person has—and 
make every one eat canned foods. So when you join the move- 
ment you are not supporting any special brands or articles but 
the great general principle of the industry; and it is your duty 
to do this. We honestly believe that if every canner did his 
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share in this work, the demand would so greatly increase that a 
pack gf 20,000,000 cases of tomatoes would easily be consumed 
each vear and at prices of about 80c. per dozen; and all other 
articles in proportion. That is what it means. 


The machinery and supply men have shown their interest 
in the matter by contributing generously, and the wholesale 
grocers have intimated a willingness to help out; but before any 
others should be called on, we certainly ought to have the sup- 
port of every member of the industry. The man who is not 


willing to help himself is certainly not entitled to the help 
of others. 


Get in line then by joining the National Association; lend 
your moral support to the great work it is doing, and don’t be 
niggardly with your financial support in a movement that will 
bring added dollars to your own pocket, and that in a very near 
day. You will help yourself by helping the Association, and it 


is the duty of every canner, no matter how small, to do this. 
But do it now. ° 


An Enterprising English City. 
{From Consul Benjamin F. Chase, Leeds.] 


Industrial conditions in Leeds were much better in 1910 than 
in the previous year, and the business outlook for 1911 is good. 

In iron and steel and engineering there was a feeling of op- 
timism which was partially realized, and conditions in these 
industries were considerably better than in 19c9. 

Labor troubles in other parts of the country did not atfect 
the local trade so'seriously, because it depends most on foreign 
markets, yet the boiler makers’ troubles in the shipbuilding re- 
gion had a depressing effect for a short time and delayed deliv- 
eries. Large Government orders for steel appliances came early 
in the year and stimulated that line. The forges were constant- 


ly employed. Rails for local use of railroads and street car lines 
were more largely in demand than in 1909. One large order for 
steel cars of a particular type, known to the local trade as 
‘‘bogie wagons,’’ was filled for South Africa. Orders also came 


- from India and Brazil, and rolling stock was in demand from 


other parts of the world. Last year one Leeds firm made sever- 
al locomotives for an India railroad. Late in the season orders 
came from South America, especially Argentina and Chili, and 
India, and these will keep business going well in 1911. One 
concern is engaged in making aeroplane engines of a particular 
t 

- OPPORTUNITY FOR AMERICAN CANNED FOODS. 

A systematic effort to introduce American less expensive 
canned fruits and vegetables would be profitable. They are 
practically unknown to the ordinary housekeeper here as those 
used are more for dessert than general table use. Some large 
grocery stores do not have a line of canned fruits except that 
received from California; there are no tomatoes, peas, corn, etc., 
so valuable in the United States as a food. Table relishes are 
getting established through the clever advertising of a Pittsburg 
house, and similar methods would open this market to the other 
lines. Canned meats received a setback at the time of the Chicago 
exposure and there use was discontinued at all public insti- 
tutions. These have never taken up their use again, but the 
local use is increasing, and the market should be further culti- 
vated if the market is desired by American dealers. 

There are other kinds of American goods and novelties dis- 
played in store windows, all of which find sale. 


Many changes are to be noted this season, as the signs of 
our ‘‘For Sale’’ page announce from time to time. Many fac- 
tories are changing hands, improvements are being made and 


consequently some very good bargains in second-hand material, 
supplies, machinery, canning houses, and such Jike can be had 
at this time.

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American Tin-Plate Industry. 


From information supplied by the Bureau of Statistics it ap- 
pears that during the first eight months of the fiscal year 1911 
both the tin imports and the tin-plate exports of the United 
States exceeded all previous records for a similar period. The 
total imports of pig tin, of which England and the Straits Set- 
tlements are the chief sources of supply, amounted in the eight 
months ending with February. 1911, to 68,000,000 pounds (com- 
pared with 66,500,000 pounds in the same months of the preced- 
ing fiscal period), valued at $23,500,000, and will probably 
approximate in value $35 000,000, for the full fiscal year. The 
exports of tin and terne plates in the eight elapsed months of the 
current fiscal year aggregated 24,250,000 pounds (in contrast to 
15,000,000 pounds in the corresponding period of 1910), valued 
at $880,000, and the total exportation for the complete fiscal 
year is estimated at $1,333,000. 

The production of tin and terne plates in the United States 
in the calender year 1909, the latest for which statistics are 
available, was 1,371,000,000 pounds, the largest total for any 
year in the history of American production, and as the importa- 
tion of pig tin for use in this line of manufacture was larger in 
the calender year 1910 than in 1909, and is also larger in the ac- 
cumulated months of the fiscal year 1911 than in the same 
months of the fiiscal year 1910, it may be assumed that the pro- 
duction of tin plate in the United States is still increasing. 

Canada is the chief market for the tin plate exported to for- 
eign countries, but large and growing shipments are now being 
made to Alaska and Hawaii for use in their canning industries. 
To Alaska the shipments have increased from 24,750,000 pounds 
in the calendar year 1909 to 30,000,000 pounds in 1910, and to 
Hawaii from 4,250,000 pounds to 7,333,000 pounds during the 
same period. 


Russian Agricultural Publication. 


[From Consul Jacob E, Conner, St. Petersburg.] 


"The attention of this consulate has been called to a publica- 
tion entitled ‘‘American Farming and Farm Implements,’’ pub- 
lished in this city, the editor and proprietor of which states that 
it aims to convey to the Russian landowner and peasant a vin- 
dication of the superior claims of American agricultural and 
farm machinery. The editor asserts that the publication does 
not favor any particular manufacturers or types, but endeavors 
to show the good points and the manner of using all American 
machines that are found well constructed and adaptable to Rus- 
sian conditions. 

The publication is in Russian and circulates in the country 
districts. It might prove a valuable means of advertising 
American machinery to the extent of such circulation. How 
great that may be this consulate is unable to say. 


As showing the nature of the publication the table of con- 
tents for the January number is as follows: ‘‘Good roads for 
farmers;’’ ‘‘Practical road building in Kansas;’’ ‘‘Graders, 
ditchers, and levelers for irrigation work;’’ ‘‘Brush cutters in 
irrigation districts;’’ ‘‘Development of traction plowing in the 
United States;’’ ‘‘A suggestive plan of farmstead;’’ ‘‘Harrow- 
ing while you plow;’’ (the rotary harrow attachment).

dents of the Chambers of Commerce in these cities, and represen- 
tatives of the Hamburg-America Line, and Hamburg’s leading 
bankers and financiers were present as guests of the Association.

New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


A company recently organized under the name of the Cono- 
quenessing Valley Canning Co., with a paid up capital of 
$10,000, are to operate a canning factory at Celia Station, 
Beaver Co., Pa. One building is already completed, and the 
company has 150 acres of tomatoes guaranteed; they will also 
pack peas, corm and fruits. The stockholders in the company 
are all farmers. Mr. A. W. Koch is the president, and Mr. F. 
B. Wood is secretary. 


Wagstaffe & Co. is the name of a new organization that 
will manufacture jellies, jams, preserves and other sweets. 
The company is capitalized at $120,000 at Lockport, N. Y., 
although the plant will operate at Niagara Falls. A site has 
not been decided on yet. The directors are James W. Wagstafie, 
Gurdon F. Matthews, Sebastian Tauriello, and Allen E. Choate, 
of Buffalo, and Edward H. Taylor, of Niagara Falls, N. Y. 


Mr. A. J. Comer expects to operate a canning plant at 
Webster, Tex., during the coming season. Mr. Comer will can 
all kinds of vegetables, and also will preserve figs. Some ex- 
periments will be tried with the candied figs, processing with 
chocolate and various flavors. Mr. Comer expects to open an 
entirely new field in the fig industry. 


On vacant lots in North Independance Street, Tipton, Ind., 
W. L. Berryman, a field agent of the Snider Preserve Co., has 
erected three immense hotbeds, in which he has planted tomato 
seeds; he figures, from a test of the seed, that he will be able to 
furnish about eight hundred thousand plants to growersin Tipton 
County, aside from those he will use on forty acres of his own, 
and which is to be cultivated.—From the Terre Haute (Ind.) 
Tribune.

Canadian Oyster Beds. 


[From Consul Henry §, Culver, St, John, New Brunswick.] 


According to the report of the Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries for 1910, the oyster beds of the maritime Provinces are 
very seriously depleted, and many are entirely nonproductive. 

The natural live oyster beds of New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island, and Nova Scotia are yet, however, of large 
value, while much ground is available for profitable private 
culture. It is recommended by the Minister that the Dominion 
Government appropriate sufficient money to establish’ new and 
restock exhausted beds, either by natural or artificial means, 
and that liberal inducements be offered through a system of 
leases to persons who will undertake, under stringent regula- 
tions, to engage in the oyster business. 

It is claimed that many of the oyster beds of Prince Edward 
Island have been destroyed by farmers who have sought what 
is called mussel mud to place on their land to supply the lack of 
lime in the soil. This is now regulated by law, and no mussel 


.mud can be taken within 200 feet of a live oyster bed. The 


mud is collected by means of a horse-drawn scoop operated 
through holes in the ice. Thousands of loads have thus been 
taken, and not alone put upon the land near the coast but hauled 
by train into the interior.
